THE HISTORY OF BURMA. 

Burma is a rich, unexploited country, 
with customs, art, folklore and history 
that are barbaric, but 8 with 
interest. Sir J. G. Scott deals exclusively 
with Burmese history in a volume which 
appears to be intended for inclusion in 
the “Story of the Nations series, A 
candid critic must say that three-quarters 
of it is dull reading. The author, a dis- 
‘tinguished officer, and evidently one of the 
best-informed men on Burmese life and 
history living, is not gifted with the 
literary faculty of making the unfamiliar 
real. He is no Prescott, no Lane. Most 
of his volume is in this vein : 

“Buyin Naung’s great empire did not 
last long.

The origin of the ancient usages and 
culture that are described so exhaustive 
in this book may not be entirely 3

-Columbian America of similarities in 

abits of thought and life, myths and 
folk-lore; with those found in Asia and 
elsewhere ; but a good case can be made 
for their transference from the old world 
to the new. The writer thinks that the 
onus of proof undoubtedly lies with those 
who favour the ‘theory of independent 
origin. The myths and religious practices 
which are detailed here repay study, apart 
from that of their derivation. They are 
very well illustrated—a thing most helpful 
to the student of race—and it is really 
astonishing how one can find traces of 
world history and racial changes in the 
quaint and, too often, horrible customs, 
A chapter on “American-Asiatic Rela- 
tions, with its note on mummification, is 
most interesting; and another on 
“ Motives for Migrations” is both well- 
reasoned and supported by authoritative 
references. The stories of the myths have 
the wonted fascination of the primitive, 
and reveal much that is new of the begin- 
nings of what we are too much inclined to 
treat as a mushroom growth—the American 
as we know him to-day.

MOROCCO. 

The reader who is interested in travel 
will find in “A Vision of Morocco” a fund 
of information. The writer, overcome by 
the wanderlust, sets out one summer day 
on his long journey, Picking up, on the 
way, representatives of many nations, the 
good ship sails down the Mediterranean, 
past Tangier, round the African coast to 
Casablanca, where the French occupation 
of Morocco began. Disembarking here;

EXECUTOR SUED. 


The action of Kathleen Healy and Denis J. 
O’Brien came before the 
lis on further consideration 
of the Chief Clerk’s certificate. The action 
was brought by the plaintiffs, as legatees and 
beneficiaries under the will of John Healy, 
late of Thornhill, Birdhill, Co. Tipperary, 
to have the trusts of the will carried into 
execution, in so far as they related to the 
bequest of the house and lands of Thornhill, 
and the farm stock, produce, etc., and, if 
necessary, to have administration of the per- 
sonal estate and so much of the real estate 
as descended as personalty. The defendant 
was syed as executor of the will of Mrs. 
Margaret Healy, widow, and sole executrix 
of the will of John Healy. 

John Healy died in February, 1912. By 
his will he left his house and lands of Thorn- 
hill to his wife for her life, and after her 
death to his niece, Kathleen Healy, the 
plaintiff, for her life, or until her marriage, 
or until she should enter a religious order, 
and thereafter to his nephew, Denis Healy, 
of Cahercoulish, Co. Limerick: On the 
death of her husband, Mrs. Margaret Healy 
entered into posvession of the housé and 
lands, and she died, having made her last 
will, dated 29th July, 1916. The plaintiff, 
Kathleen Healy, then became entitled, as she 
had not married nor entéred a religious 
order. The plaintiffs had requested the de- 
fendant, as sole executor of Mrs. Margaret 
Healy, to account for the farm, stock, etc., 
but he had not done so.

The Defeat. 


It was not difficult to foresee this after- 
noon that ihe Government was heading for 
a defeat in the division lobby.

This was made possible 
by the Washington Agreement between 
Great Britain, the United States, Japan, 
France and Italy. The “two-Power 
standard ” has disappeared now, and 1s 
replaced by a somewhat precarious “‘ one- 
Power standard.” In fact, the British 
Navy, for the first. time for centuries, is 
backward in the race. The United States 
spends annually £20,000,000 more than 
Britain for naval; purposes and has a 
personnel which is larger by some 16,000 
men. Existing programmes provide for 
ten ships of over 30,000 tons for the United 
States, six for Japan, and only three for 
Great, Britain, whose only marked 
superiority is in light cruisers. In Europe 
Britain’s naval power remains unrivalled. 
The United States and Japan are building 
against each other, and England has no 
cause for anxiety. A war with the United 
States is unthinkable. Ja is an ally 
and does not appear likely to threaten 
British interests, while in case of Japanese 
aggression Britain might rely upon Ameri- 
can support. Furthermore, the develop- 
ment of air power has modified the status 
of the Navy as Britain's first line of 
defence, and, with the advent of the ocean- 
going submarine, it is no longer possible 
to estimate naval strength on a basis of 
capital ships. The fact that the decrease 
in the estimates is now only £2,200,000 
seems to show that the irreducible margin 
of safety is being approached. A year ago 
Mr. Amery was able to announce a reduc- 
tion of nearly seven millions.

Mr. Clynes, at question time, informed Mr.

Mr. Baldwin asked what necessity there 
was to put down the motion to suspend the 
eleven o'clock to-night. 

Mr. Clynes—The necessity is to get on with 
the business, which is much in arrear. We 
think it desirable to seek the co-operation 
of both sides of the House moving the sus- 
pension of the eleven o'clock rule. 

Mr. Baldwin—Is the right hon.. gentleman 
not prepared to take the whole time of the 
House, instead of sitting late? 

Mr. Clynes—If this course, which was 
always taken by preceding Governments, is 
not adequate, we shall be compelled to take 
the time of private members. 

Mr. Vivian Phillips—Is it reasonable to 
ask the house to sit after 11 o'clock when 
the Leader of the House is not prepared to 
take the whole time of the House? 

Mr. Clynes—I have always regarded sitting 
after 11 o'clock as unreasonable, but, if the 
course of events prevents us from getting on 
with the business, we are driven to this. 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain—Why does not 
the Government adopt the ordinary course, 
as their predecessors did under similar cir- 
cumstances, and take private members’ time 
up to the end of the financial year? 

Mr. Clynes~—The record shows that cus- 
toms vary. Sometjmes the rule has been 
suspended, and sometimes private members’ 
time has been taken. We are trying one of 
the two; we are imitating the course taken 
last vear. 

Commander Kenworthy—Is it not a fact 
that, if so much time had not been taken 
over the late Government's Supplementary 
Estimates by supporters of the late Govern- 
ment, this course would not be necessary? 

Sir N. Grattan Doyle—Why does the 
Government persist in taking a course 
obviously against the sense of the House, 
when, by adopting the other alternative, the 
House would be unanimous ?

REPLACEMENT. 


“The time has come when replacement 
constfuction can no longer be delayed, in view 
of the large number of iight cruisers that will, 
during’ the next few years, reach an age at 
which they can no longer be relied upon as 
efficient units, and it is, therefore, strictly 
consistent with the policy above described. 

A series of notes on matters of general 
interest affecting the Navy follows. With 
regard to the ratification of the Washington 
Treaty, it is stated that in the interests of 
economy the Admiralty acted in anticipation 
of such ratification in proceeding with the 
sale for breaking-up of the capital ships. All 
such ships are now in the hands of the ship- 
breakers, except one, which, having been 
rendered incapable of further warlike service, 
will be used for certain experiments before 
being finally scrapped. 

The numbers required for the existing Fleet 
are 99,100. The manning of the ships already 
under construction or reconstruction—Nelson, 
Rodney, Courageous, Glorious, Emerald, 
Adventure, and two patrol submarines—would, 
in ordinary circumstances, necessitate the pro- 
vision of 3,200 additional officers and men. 
In view, however, of the urgent need for 
economy, only 1,400, being ratings who re- 
quire a period of training, will be provided for 
by new entries. The remaining 1,800 will be 
found by reducing the existing peace comple- 
ments of the Fleet. 

The 1,140 officers and men retained in Vote 
A for a possible naval air arm, mentioned in 
the First Lord’s statement last year, are being 
absorbed in the ordinary Fleet numbers for 
the coming year. 


GRANT WITHDRAWN. 


It is to be regretted, adds the statement, 
that considerations of economy make it neces- 
sary to discontinue the capitation grant of 
6s. a year, hitherto payable to central assv- 
ciations for each efficient cadet in recognised 
naval units of Sea Cadet Corps under their 
administration.

DR. GOOD’S FIGHT FOR 
CO. DUBLIN. 


A meeting in support of Dr. Matthew Good, 
Business Men’s candidate in the Co. Dublin 
by-election, was held last night in the Town 
Hall, Kingstown. 

Mr. E. H. Andrews, D.L., who. presided, 
said that they were there representing no 
political party whatever. They were there 
as the representatives of the business com- 
munity, They stood, first, for economy and 
efficiency, but they would 
efficiency to economy.

Trade and prosperity could not 
gain headway in a country so long as it 
suffered from excessive taxation and postal 
rates which were higher than existed 
across the water. ose were things 
which must be remedied, because 
they pressed very heavily on business. There 
was also postal inefficiency to be remedied. 
If the Business Party got sufficient repre- 
sentation in the Dail they would see that 
these things were improved. 

Continuing, Dr. Good referred to a 
statement made by Dr. MacNeill, Minister 
for Education, at a meeting in Blackrock on 
Tuesday night in support of Mr. Batt 
O'Connor. Dr. MacNeill had said that if 
they read his (Dr. Good's) election address 
they would have every reason for not voting 
in that direction. f he read the English 
language right, the only interpretation which 
could be put on that statement from a ‘re- 
sponsible Cabinet Minister was that if any 
elector voted for the principles that he 
ennunciated, they would be throwing away 
their votes. That was a very serious in- 
sinuation, and he had not seen any correc- 
tion of it. It was strange, he said, that to 
vote for lower taxation and lower cost of 
living would be throwing votes away. He 
did not think it right for him to allow that 
to pass. Why he had been singled out so 
particularly he did not know.

NEW DIRECT SERVICES FROM 
IRELAND. 


By the extensive developments being made 
in the Cunard Canadian services. the Irish 
Free State and Northern Ireland are to haye 
new direct services to the St; Lawrence. 
These two new services are to be inaugurated 
next month by regular Cunard sailings from 
2 in the South and Belfast in the

The Queenstown service will be provided 
by three new steamers— Andonia, Antonis, 
Ansonia—from Southampton to tne St.

LECTURE AT DRUMCONDRA. 


Speaking at the Drumcondra Branch of 
Cumann na nGaedheal, on the '' Functioning 
of Democracy, last night, Mr. Seamus 
Hughes said that they saw in the evolution 
of democracy an attempt on the part of the 
average citizen to gain, in one way or another, 
an effective voice in the running of the 
country in which they lived.

NAVY ESTIMATES. 


DISARMAMENT TALK. 


Ina leading article upon the Navy Esti- 
mates for the coming financial year, The 
Times observes.—The expenditure of national 


resources on the country’s first line of defence 
is much below the standard of 1914, and is 
about equal to the sum t in the years 
1903, 1904, before the Fleet was enlarged 
and concentrated in home waters. It cannot 
be too clearly impressed upon the public mind, 
when aspirations of disarmament are general 
and there is much loose talk on the subject, 
that Britain, without making any fuss about 
it, has disarmed—has disarmed, that is to say 
to the lowest point consistent with national 
safety, to use the words of the disarmament 
clause of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, . In air defence she has certainly 
gone beyond that point, and is now trying 
to make up some of the leeway. In the 
military sphere, too, it is an interesting fact 
that under any scheme that is likely 
to be devised. by the Disarmament Com- 
mittee of the League, whatever basis be 
taken for the calculation of military forces, 
Britain Would more probably be called upon 
to merease, rather than to diminish, her 
strength. 

The-final decision about Singapore will not 
be revealed until the Estimates are intro- 
duced into both Houses on Tuesday. Lord 
Balfour stated the case with great knowledge 
and fairness in the Lords yesterday after- 
noon, but: failed to draw any immediate in- 
formation from the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty. In the Estimates two separate 
sums are mentioned under the heading 
“New Works, and the = sub-heading 
Singapore. The one is £200,000, for 
storage accommodation for oil fuel; the other 
is £12,500, for naval base. The former sum, 
it is understood,.refers to the normal trans- 
formation of coaling stations into oil stations, 
made necessary by the fact that our war- 
ships are now all oil burners. This trans- 
formation is proceeding at Singapore just 
as it is at Sierra Leone, Port Sudan, Ply- 
mouth, and most other ports. The con- 
struct ion of these oil tanks is on a different 
point of the island of Singapore from the 
site of the proposed docks, though it could, 
no doubt, be connected by pipe lines if the 
necessity should arise.

MINISTER’S REPLY. 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister 
of Finance, replying to the 8 reminded 
the House that it had already enjoyed almost 
three years oí existence, and none could deny 
that good results had been achieved.

Replying to Mr. Miller, the Minister of 
Home Affairs said that there was no inten- 
tion of postponing the local government elec- 
tions ih Northern Ireland for another year. 
They would take place at the end of May or 
the beginning of June. 


THE RELIGION OF TEACHERS. 


Mr. Miller (Tyrone and Fermanagh) asked 
the Prime Minister whether it is the inten- 
tion of the Government to 
duce and pass an Act making it 
a serious offence for any member of 
a regional Committee under the Education 
act to ask a candidate for the position of a 
teacher under their jurisdiction ais religious 
convictions. 

The Minister of Finance said that it was 
not intended to pass such an Act. The Act 
provides that appointments by regional com- 
mittees shall not be made dependent upon 
religious belief. It would obviously be im- 
possible to prevent members of these com- 
mittees from becoming acquainted with the 
religious faith of — for these appoint- 
ments. The applicants and their training 
were well known, and it was not conceivable 
that a candidate could present himself without 
his denomination being known. 


FREE STATE AND THE ARMY 
OFFICERS. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
William Grant referred to the dismissal of 
Distriet Inspector Nixon, of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary, in consequence of a political 
speech which he made, and urged the Govern- 
ment to reconsider the matter. A number of 
very high officers of the Free State Army 
committed a much more serious offence—the 
crime of mutiny. He understood that Mr. 
Cosgrave was prepared to accept an apology,and 
he presumed that there would be no further 
punishment of these officers. He thought that 
under the circumstances, and in view of the 
fact that there was a great deal of feeling in 
Northern Ireland in consequence of this case, 
Mr. Nixon should be asked to apologise and 
be restored to his position. 

The Parliamentary Secretary for Home 
Affairs (Mr. R. D. Megaw, K.C.) said that 
reference had been made to the Free State 
Government’s attitude, but it was not for 
him to say anything about the conditions 
under which they acted? or whether it was 
for the good government of the Free State. 
It was a pity that Mr. Nixon's career was 
cut short, bat they had the satisfaction of 
knowing that he had earned a. pension to 
which he would be entitled. They must make 
it clear at the outset of their career as a 
Parliament that discipligg must be main- 
tained in the police force. 

Mr. Thompson Donald eaid that the re- 
sponsibility for the whole affair rested 
primarily with the Government for not 
issuing instructions earlier. They permitted 
the police to join the Orange Institution, 
and the whole matter hinged there, so that 
the Government could not be absolved from 
responsibility. It would not be a sign of 
weakness on the part of the Government if 
they settled this matter.

ROUGH HANDLING OF 
STOCK.

he annual general meeting of the Cattle 
Exporters’ Association took place last evening 
at the Commercial Buildings, Dame street, 
Dublin. Mr. Hugh Cassidy, Chairman, pre- 
sided, and there whs a large attendance. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts for the year, said that in 
its first vear of existence the Association had 
fully justified the high expectations formed 
at its inception, and had rendered valuable 
service to a very considerable body of shippers 
throughout the country. He was plea to 
observe that this was appreciated by. the 
trade, as was evidenced in the increased mem- 
bership and splendid financial position of the; 
Association, as disclosed by their Secretary's 
report and accounts. It was only by 
thoroughly consolidating their forces that they 
would be able to meet the ever-recurring 
menaces to their trade interests. 

Reviewing the activities of the past year, 
he said that they had been vigilant in all 
matters affecting their members. They had 
inaugurated a claims and complaints section, 
«hich dealt in a thoroughly business-like and 
energetic manner with claims of members 
avainst the carrying companies, and from 
their Secretary’s report it would be noted that 
this department had been singularly success- 
ful. In the past, when individual members 
had endeavoured to obtain satisfaction, their 
claims were only too often shelved by the 
carrying companies, and the nature of their 
business taking them away to fairs, they 
allowed perfectly legitimate claims to lapse, 
involving considerable monetary losses. Their 
claims department would remedy this, and it 
was up to every member, when. occasion 
arose to make prompt use of its services. 

Turning to transport facilities, they -had 
followed up grievances against railway and 
shipping companies, involving in the former 

se a promise of “speeding up in fair 

specials and improvement in the condi- 
tions of loading banks. In the case of. 
shipping companies, they Had seen to it that 
ample shipping accommodation was provide. 
ind that the largest boats were placed on the 
Dublin services. In connection with the foot- 
and-mouth disease outbreak restrictions, they 
had watched very carefully the unnecessarily 
prolonged closing of ports, and had made 
prompt and successful representations to the 
Department to have these re-opened, 

INSURANCE AGAINST LOSS. 

As regards the question of providing some 
form of insurance against the loss involved 
by the destruction of their cattle at British 
landing places without compensation, their 
committee had given very careful considera- 
tion and thought to evolving some scheme 
which would meet with general approval, and 
have the Government s sanction. e subject 
was one of great complexity, and there were 
considerable difficulties in the way which 
would have to be overcome—for to be suc- 
cessful any such scheme would need to be 
compulsory and comprehensive—but they 
were hopeful of a solution. The members 
might rest assured that this matter, which so 
vitally affected them, would not be lected. 

Comment has been made in other quarters 
on the very serious injury inflicted on the 
trade by the rough handling of live stock in 
transit and the deplorable condition in which 
the animals arrive at their destination. Very 
strong overtures were made by their com- 
mittee to the carrying companies, but it was 
felt that they were more or less dilatory in 
taking steps to remedy the disgraceful state of 
affairs obtaining, a é the committee, accord- 
ingly, drew up a memorandum setting forth 
their views to the Commission on Agriculture. 
Since then the matter had been taken up from 
all quarters, and would be pursued with the 
utmost vigour, in co-operation with kindred 
associations.

“FLY MASK MEETS WITH 


MISHAP.

FAIRY HILL II. WINS 
FOXHUNTERS’ CUP.

Fly Mask started a very sound favourite 
for the National Humt Handicap Steeplechase 
this afternoon. There was an immenses 
amount of confidence behind him, and Mr. 
‘Laidlaw had come to see him run. But, alas 
for all the hopes, he fell at the water second 
time round. He was third at the time, and 
was going very strongly. This mishap was 
unfortunate, for it leaves us very much as we 
were in regard to his National prospects. Had 
he been there at the finish it would have told 
us a good deal, for there were some more 
than useful trial horses in the field. 

The race fell to Vaulx, a horse with a re- 
markable record in this event, for he won it 
in 1922, and was second last year to Alcazar. 
Ridden by the invincible Dick Rees, whose 
form at this meeting has been surprisingly 
brilliant, he beat the Irish mare Ballinode by 
three lengths, with Palm Oil two lengths 
away third. Mr. Bentley’s mare ran a 
splendid race, and her performance this after- 
noon gives her something more than an out- 
side chanee in the Grand National, in which, 
Mr. Bentley informs me, she will be ridden 
by G. Fitzgibbon, who rode her this after- 
noon. She was, perhaps, short of a gallop 
here, but she was just at the pitch at 
which one would expect to find a horse w 
preparatic n was being timed for the bigger 
ordeal a fortnight hence. 

Her splendid condition and her charming 
quality attracted many to Ballinode in the 
paddock, and in the market she had a 
many admirers at 8 to 1. 

THE DEMAND FOR PALM OIL, 

The surprise of the betting was the de- 
mand for Palm Oil, who was backed down 
to 100 to 30, and about whose prospects 
Whitaker was very optimistic This 
plain-headed powerful-looking fellow is a 
good National type, but may never do much 
better than he did this afternoon; for I 
believe he is not too sound in his wind.

Owing mainly to an increase of fully 
£6,500,000 in the public deposits, the re- 
sources of the market, as indicated by the 
total of the private deposits, show a reduc 
tion of £4,868,000, reducing the total to below 
£105,600,000. A decrease of £1,225,000 in 
the Government securities was more than 
offset by an increase of £1,900,000 in the 
‘other securities, and, in addition, there 
was a gain of £975,000 in the reserve, raising 
that item to £22,806,527. This last move- 
ment was almost entirely the result of a con- 
traction of the note circulation. With the 
combined deposits less than £2,000,000 up, 
the augmentation of the reserve has meant an 
improvement in the proportion of reserve to 
liabilities of 3 to 185 per cent.

Dunlop Rubber Company are in contempla- | 
tion, including the proposal to form a sub- 
sidiary in the Irish Free State. Actual 
details as to capital have not yet been de- 
cided upon. There will be no public issue, 
the matter being one of internal financial 
arrangement, the capitalisation being based on 
the value of the Irish assets. The formation 
of this subsidiary is in accordance with the 
general policy of the board in relation to its 
many foreign interests, and as a complimeny 
to the Irish nation it may be mentioned that 
control will be vested in one of their own 
nationals, Mr. Huet. Dublin and Cork are 
the chief centres of the company’s Irish 
activities, and under the new régime an in- 
tensive progressive movement will be estab- 
lished. 

Another important change will take effecy 
over the week-end. This is the removal 
of the sales department from Broad street, 
Birmingham, to Fort Dunlop. The depart- 
ment will have suitable accommodation at the 
well-known headquarters and works, and by 
bringing into closer touch with one another 
the manufacturing and sales organisations it 
is considered that greater efficiency will be 
attained and economies effected, the con- 
solidation being conducive to the forward 
policy of the management. 

The overseas sales department is to be 
transferred to London. We gather that it 
will be domiciled at the company’s West 
End offices in Pall Mall, and that it is to 
come under the personal supervision of Sir 
George Beharrell, the managing director. 
Having regard to the world-wide interests 
of the Dunlop Company, the centralisation of 
the overseas selling organisation at London 
headquarters may be taken as another indicu- 
tion of the earnest desire of the board to keep 
pace with the times. 

It was recently decided that the company's 
fiscal year should coincide with the calendar 
year, and the accounts are accordingly being 
made up to December last. It is too early to 
say when the 1923 results will be available, 
details from foreign branches naturally taking 
time to arrive, but from inquiries we have 
made, we believe shareholders should have 
the directors’ report and accounts in their 
hands before April is out. Provisional 
figures were published in January, but the 
complete accounts, with a scheme for the re- 
arrangement of the capital, will be awaited 
with interest. 


BELFAST LINEN TRADE REPORT. 


FORTNIGHT ENDING MARCH 12. 

Flax.—The Irish markets show a further 
falling otf in supplies. Demand is keen for 
all classes of fibre, and prices are still further 
advanced. On the Coneinent supplies have 
been small, due to dealers holding their stocks 
on account of the fluctuations of the franc, 
Prices are firmer, but it is not so marked in 
eterling, as the exchange has again helped 
Irish spinners. | 

Yarns.—Owing to the large quantities of 
orders ou spinners’ bgoks, and consequent slow 
delivery, it has not Veen possible to accept 
all the business offered during the past two 
weeks; Further, spinners. are naturally 
cautious about committing themselves beyond 
their stocks of raw material, which could not 
be replaced except at most prohibitive rates. 
Prices are firm, with a hardening tendency. 
Continental spinners are, if anything, more 
difficult to deal with than home mills. 

Weavers.—Delivery of additional orders for 
dress goods cannot be obtained from nanu— 
facturere for this season's cu de, except in 
very few instances, so that there has been a 
slackening down from actual orders placed, 
but there has been no relaxation of the pres- 
sure for delivery of these goods, which is very 
intense. Orders have already been placed for 
next season’s business, and there seems to be 
no falling off in the popularity of these goods. 
Demand for housekeeping goods has not kept 

ace with that for dress linens, but there is an 
improvement here, though the difficulty for 
arranging prices in this section is considerable, 
Owing to the rise in the cost of flax and the 
consequent advance in yarn. Fancy effects 
are still being sought after with more or less 
success. The whole trade is in a very healthy 
state. 

Merchants.— The demand for all classes of 
linen goods continues to be very active. Higher 
prices have already been paid, and further 
advances are inevitable, as old stocks have 
been cleared. A considerable number of
